The nineteenth century was ending in a contradiction for the Jews: on the one hand, it 
seemed as if the most enlightened and advanced countries in Europe were making serious 
attempts to emancipate the Jews from centuries of discrimination by providing them with full 
and equal rights; and on the other, Jew-hatred had not only not disappeared, but had actually 
become more dangerous as the twentieth century would show. 

An Austrian- Jewish journalist named Theodor Herzl wrote a book entitled Der 
Judenstaat, or "The Jewish State." His analysis was that the Jews really were a very strange 
phenomenon in Europe. . . . They weren't a nation in the normal sense with their own land, 
language and culture. On the other hand, they certainly weren't only a religion and they clearly 
weren't a class. What exactly were they? Herzl said simply: "We are different as any nation is 
different from another. We must now create the conditions to become a nation like the nations 
of Europe. This means that the Jews must reclaim their ancient land, to gradually leave their 
places of dispersion and re-congregate in the homeland and, of great importance, to make 
certain and in advance, that the world publicly recognizes their legal right to do so." This was 
the only way, Herzl believed, in which the Jews could be fully accepted in the modem world. 
This idea is called Zionism.

On May 15, one day after the creation of the State 
of Israel, the Arab armies of Egypt, Syria, Jordan, Iraq, 
Saudi Arabia and Lebanon invaded the new Jewish state. 
The Arab forces were significantly larger than Israel's and 
were better equipped. Yet, coordination and organization 
were lacking and the Arab armies were often at odds with 
each other, seeking to incorporate territory from Palestine 
into their own states. Despite their small numbers, the Jews 
were well-organized, well-disciplined and well-trained. 

The war was marked by long periods of fighting 
and temporary cease-fires. Finally, fighting officially ended 
in January 1949, at which time Israel held the 5,600 square 
miles allotted to it by the UN partition plan plus an addition 
2,500 square miles. Transjordan held the eastern sector of 
Jerusalem and the West Bank and Egypt held the Gaza 
Strip.

In 1973, Egypt (led by President Anwar Sadat) 
and Syria attacked Israel on Yom Kippur, the 
holiest day of the Jewish year. After initial Arab 
military successes, the Israelis managed to push 
back the attack. The United States convinced 
Israel to withdraw from the territories it had 
entered. For many Israelis, the 1973 war 
reinforced the strategic importance of the buffer 
zones gained in 1967. For example, Syrian 
troops were stopped ten miles from the Israeli 
town of Tiberias. Many Israelis felt that the 
heartland of Israel could have been overrun 
without the time it took for the invading forces 
to move through the West Bank, the Golan 
Heights, and the Sinai. After the war, Israel 
retained the territories captured in 1967, but did 
not keep additional land.

The Shah* of Iran, Mohammad Reza Pahlavi, was 
observed as a corrupt American puppet by Iranian 
citizens. ... He maintained a strong policy of westernization 
and had a close identification with the United States of 
America despite its ideals conflicting with Iranian's Shi'a 
Muslim identity. Pahlavi also used large numbers of 
American military advisers and technicians and gave them 
all diplomatic immunity from prosecution. All of these 
events led Iranian nationalists, both religious and secular, to 
view him as a western puppet. 

Pahlavi and his royal court consistently displayed 
their extravagance, corruption, and elitism. For years the 
Shah had not only thrown lavish festivities where he would 
drink alcohol with foreigners, but he would exclude 
Iranians, some of whom were homeless and starving.

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Islamic Fundamentalism in Iran

On March 30 and 31, a nationwide referendum resulted in a massive vote in favor of the 
establishment of an Islamic Republic. AyatoUah Khomeini proclaimed the next day, April 1, 
1979, as the "first day of God's government". He obtained the title of "Imam" (highest religious 
rank in Shia). With the establishment of Islamic Republic of Iran he became Supreme Leader 
(Vali-e Faqeeh).... 

AyatoUah Khomeini in his 10 years of leadership established a theocratic rule over Iran. 
He did not fulfil his pre-revolution promises to the people of Iran but instead he started to 
marginalize and crash the opposition groups and those who opposed the clerical rules. He 
ordered establishment of many institutions to consolidate power and safeguard the cleric 
leadership. During his early years in power he launched the Cultural Revolution in order to 
Islamize the whole country. Many people were laid off, and lots of books were revised or burnt 
according to the new Islamic values. Newly established Islamic Judiciary system sentenced 
many Iranians to death and long-term imprisonment as they were in opposition to those radical 
changes.
